pider Silk — The mirack of Spider ИК bes 
s тт its tensile strength. Imagine, f you wll, a 
grown man relying on a strand of catqut to hold fits 
weight all the dys of fas life. А spuder relies on the finest 
of threads to do just that, and its silk never fals t. We 
should praise the first wızardling who realized the mystic 
secret of Spider Silk, for it 15 io fam or her that we owe 
the knowledge of binding and restraving spells The sılk 
of the deadly Altıno Ghoul spider — both the manuature 
and giant vonetis 一 has been used by adepts through the 
years iit rites of magic. The spider farms of the south 
‘produce perhaps a hundred pounds of the substance each 
year and self tt to the merchants of magie, where it 15 


made avatable to aff who ply our trade. Нав ва that 
each year one worker dies the Roble death incurred by 
the bite of the Albino Ghoul spider to ensure the potency 
of the sil, although never has thas deliberately been made 
to happen 




















y food Moss — is the fane of farmers und the 
boon of magusans It 1s а deep ved fungus that 
atiacks the crops of those who rase grau, yet t is a vital 
component in the casting of spells Ап oddity to those 
wha spend ther lives observing the growth of that which 
is not anımal ın nature — for tt behaves liée no other 
plant or mushroom — Blood Moss grows only m the 
уся of tomes, when all around и 1 репабта from 
drought It cannot survive the absence of direct читави, 
and thus passes from the earth each might, only to return 
when the sun blazes mercilessly upon the land. 
Blood Moss seems to feed only ın rıperung gras — it can 
fay waste to an acre of com ir a single day and vanish 
without а trace as падбе fall, leaving naught but fruitless 
stalks swayıng in the cool, night breeze. The magic of 
Blood Mass is thought to reside in us fleeting nature, for 
is used en the spells of movement — from the simplest 
feniation to making the very earth tremble As harvest 
ите comes each year, the merchants send runners to wat 
By the fields and gather the Blood Mass Farmers consider 
these runners unlueky and try to chase them from ther 
_fields, but enough show persistence to ensure their masters 
а plentfiel supply of Blood Mass to sell. 

















(аск Pearl — The Black Pearl ts the most 

fgfily prized of all the pearls, Well formed 
ones command a price from jewellers that would bankrupt 
а scare of wizards Yet Black Pearls are vital in the 
casting of spells that are hurled from the mage's person 
and must travel to а final destination Fortunately for our 
profission, even rarer than а normal Black Pearl is one 
that 1s perfectly shaped. Mast are lopsided and lack 
symmetry — the very quality that makes the jeweller 
desire them so faghly Thus ensures a ready supply for the 
thaumaturge — the weaver of magie. Нав smd that, 
unlike the ordinary pearl whuch ts formed insule an oyster 
when it seeks io protect itself from a puce of sand or grit, 
the Black Pearl only forms when the seid of the great 
pearl ts yet another pearl of much smaller size cast adrift 
by the death of another oyster 


























N igfitsfiade — Not to Бе confused with the 
rank-smelling plant of the same name, the 
Nightshade used ın the mystic arts is an extremely rare 
mushroom that ts only found m the deepest, most remote 
forests. It ts sad to be quite venomous to the touch of all 
save those present at its harvest, thus té is never sold m 
shops and 1s amang the scarcest of magical reagents To 
obtain it, one must seek ал. the deepest forest on the 
Blackest of nughts when not even a moonbeam illuminates 
asıngle blade of grass 1 know not of te preise locations 
where this mystic fungus can be found, but there are 
rumored to be those wt the lands of Britannia that know 
thas secret. Из chief торса properties are connected witht 
the use of poison and the creation of ıllusions so real that 
they can lay the maghitest warnor to the ground. So rare 
15 the Nightshade that t 1s pranarily used in the creation 
of only the most potent of magies

Mandrake plant is instantly recognizable by 
из human shape and vis crimson colour it is saul that the 
sap runs blood-red when the plant ws cut down in onder 
to harvest the root. Long prized for us narcotic and 
purging effects when consumed in minute portions, the 
Mandrake Root is the mast powerful known substance i 
the weaving of magical spells that give new shape to the 
very world around us The vanety of Mandrake Root 
used m the mystic arts 15 found onfy in marshy terram, 
where the root can thrust deeply mio the earth. The more 
tarth that must be moved to retrieve the Mandrake Root, 
the more potent its effect и the magi of the finder Many 
ears ago, when our people were but scattered tribes of 
nomads, the Mandrake was plentiful As our people have 
tamed the land, however, and the practice of the myste 
arts has become refined, the Mandrake has alí but 
vanished from the face of the land we now сай Britana. 
Tt is never seen im the shops of the towns and castles, and 
hardly even sold privately if found Many of our 
profession have devoted bfetimas to the search for 
Mandrake Root without ever coming into possessum of a 
strgle piece of tt. 
































These then are the eight mystic reagenis used m the 
weaving of enchantments Some are readily available, 
while others are costly or must бе hunted and harvestut 
by the mage that miends to use them Guard well your 
supply of these magical components, for without them 
there can ве no mage Use them wisely, as ye must use 
the forces that they unleash Remember that Maye is to 
be used only for the cause of righteousness and for the 
greater good. Should you use the mystic arts for personal 
‘gain or vengeance, be prepared for the disertum of 
your powers.

costly ата have other limatatums whch we shall examine 
later ut this tome The Blink can only move the porty 
distances perceptible to the mind of a common person 

‘The components needed for the casting of a Blink spell 
ате Spider Silk and Blood Moss The binding powers of 
the Spider Silk prevent the essence of the travellers from 
being scattered during transit, while the Blood Moss auls 
in the movement from one location to the next. Equal 
quantitses of each reagent ensure the proper working of 
the enchantment The concentration required for Blinking 
is such that the spellcaster will most certaunly feel the 
effects, but not be lefi exhausted.

tuarıes Fortunately, the great wizard Jaanth Nor devised 
a countenng mage for the effects of all venam and 
recordad fis findings for future generations ta use. The 
Cure spells effected by the use of a musture of Garland 
Ginseng and the calling of the асет name to soothe the 
envenomed sauf. The curative powers of the Ginseng 
nullify the effects of the poson m the victum s system, 

ss falo the use of Garhe wants off the return of any 
virulent residues that may he dormant in the blood. 
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ispel — One of the staples of the wazand's 
| profession is the use of energy fields. We shall 


discuss the casting of such fields shortly, but first let us 
examine the means of dismantling them when they are 
encountered. Alfiougfi there are vanous forms of such 
fields, they are alf created ите a similar magic and thus 
may be Dispelled wath а single spell. The Dispel enchant- 
ment is one of moderate diffi ulty, far more exhausting 
than the creation of energy fields Often touchung the Вей 
moy prove disastrous, во the enchantment must be cast 
from ofar and thus required the use of the precious 
Black Peart needed m ай projectile spells Furthermore, 
Sulphurous Ash x needed to provide the flash of power 
that beings the dissolution of the forces holding the field 
togetfier Finally, the warding powers of Garlic are also 
employed ta prevent the forces from reassembling at the 
spot where they were previously concentrated.

in the casting of these Energy Fields are Sulphurous Ash 
for the burst of creations, Spider Suk for the binding of

enemy While not visibly marked, the enemy will

Nonetheless, they are hard to kill and never tire in 
battle and thus may jeopardize even a seasoned band of 
adventurers Each mage knows a form of turning them 
aside when encountered, but the components of such 
magies are personal and depend on the spellcaster You 
must use your knowledge of the properties of magical 
reagents to determine which two wall lend force to your 
enfanement of Undead turning When you have found 
the proper mixture, cast it as your foes while chanting the 
пате of what the creatures once were when they trod the 
earth ın fife.
